New Minister From U. S. to 
China to be Appointed 

DR. THOMSON 

McGill Graduate Gaining Rec- 
ogition for Books of Tra- 
vel and Political-Services 

The dev. Dr. Thomson or the 
I'reSbylerlini College is being widely 
recommended In Chinese and Amorir 
eii.ii newspapers at the present, time 
•for the AmbH^sndorshlp of tho United 
Slates In China. Dr. Stuart Thom- 
son, u iicholar n.nd authority on the 
United Stntes const Rul Ion, was edu- 
wiipil at MeC.III, where lie graduated 
hi Hie Faculty of Arts and studied 
tit ihe Presbyterian College. Ills 
only full sister Is married to a Mon- 
Ircalcr. II. Victor Hornier, lie has 
also several half-brothers, half-slx- 
fel'S. and other relatives In this city. 

The i-e.-isr/ii why there Is so much 
sentiment Tor tho appointment of Dr. 
Thomson as American Minister to 
China, is principally the fact that he 
was prominently connected with tho 
foundation of the Chinese ItcpiibHc 
and was iiiriuentla.l in securing its 
recognition by the world powers. 
HesideH this, he held an outstanding 
position jn tho promotion of good re- 
lations between China and America. 
Dr. Sun Tat Sen. the founder cf the 
Chinese Republic and its first presi- 
dent (now President nf tho South 
China States), has said of him that 
rm is "entitled lo^ utmost attention." 

ft lias been said that "Montreal lias 
been Hie home of two world-famous 
explorers, fberville. tiio founder of 
Louisiana and the two ciiirjs of New 
Orleans nhd Mobile, and Stuart 
Thomson. Iberville's house docs not 
exist, but the. house in which Dr. 
Thomson was born is still sUindlng 
on the north side of Grand Trunk 
St. half way between Scismcurs and 
Richmond . It. is a ' two-story briek 
house with a gateway. His mother 
and falhor are buried in the Mount 
Royal Cemetery. Dr. Thomson's 
first position a Her leaving McGill was 
that of Junior secretary to Sir Joseph 
Hlcksot). the general manager cf the 
Grand Trunk Railway. He began lily 
travels in Sir Joseph's private car. 

Dr. Thomson is chiefly known for 
Ills books, some of which are "China 
Itnvol u lionized. Die Chinese." "VU 
rf Plllpplnos." "Rud and Ramboo of 
China." "Hstabelle," and "A Day's 
Kong." i., ni -d Kintnie. Governor of 
Soiilh Australia, said of his hooks 
that they are "deservedly standard." 
Hr. Chang yuan Chi. Minister of ICdu- 
ration and president r.f China's great - 
est lranslallr.il press. "The Commer- 
cial" of Shanghai, said thai they are 
"|ho only bonks on China written by 
a foreigner thai catch the Chinese 
(Continued nu l'agi- I!)
